1 . Claims 47-49 remain allowed as stated in the office action mailed 4/28/09. 
Claims 31-33, 35-37, and 44 have been amended to depend on claim 47 and are 
therefore also allowed. Claim 24 has been amended to incorporate the limitation of 
claim 47 regarding the solvent in which the boron compound is dissolved. The prior art, 
as exemplified by Camenzind and discussed in the previous office action, does not 
teach the combination of carrier and base lubricant recited in the amended claims.
